Editor Constitution: The legionnaires of 
Post 78 have read with much interest your 
editorial on the home-coming of the last de- 
tachment of American troops from Germany, 
and naturally appreciate the spirit in which 
the editorial was written.

A TREE SURGEON'S PATHOLOGY 

“Are you not mistaken,” writes a 
tree surgeon, “in saying that a man’s 
beard never grows inward? Even 
Homer nods, it is said, and your skin 
may be different from mine. The bar- 
ber’s theory is that very close shaving 
in spots takes away a little skin and 
the. skin heals over "ite the hair 
gets to the,surface, and then the hair 
stub presses against the skin from the 
under side and curls backwards and 
causes a lot of itching and stinging. I 
had a spot on my chin last week, a 
quarter of an inch where no hair came 
through, though the rest of the beard 
was two days old. It suppurated 
and the pus could be pressed out. I 
have seen the barber pull curled hair 
stubs 3-8 of an inch long from such 
places.” 

Even a tree surgeon ean, if he 
doesn’t mind digging a little, pull 
curled hair, or at least 3-8 stuff out 
of the whiskers. Any ‘self-respecting 
whisker is planted about that deep. 

The barber has the tail by the horse. 
First, as a matter of pathological fact, 
the bair shaft or rather the follicle 
(the tissue about the root) becomes 
infected; that causes some pruvolifera- 
tion and thickening. Such as occurs 
about a boil, and if the beard has just 
been cut, the rapid mujtiplication of 
cells in the epidermis will heap up and 
eonceal the hair temporarily. If the 
infection does not lead to destruction 
of the tissues involved (suppuration) 
the hair will presently grow out

7 Caine ti Experts Gather 


Valuable Data to Aid 
Southern Farmer. 


A meeting of government statisti- 
cians of the southern states was held 
| Friday afternoon for the purpose of 
| arriving at efficient methods of fight- 
ing the boll weevil and to more ac- 
curately determine the amount of cot- 
ton acreage in the south. The meet- 
ing was held in the offices of Z. R. 
Pittet, regional statistician’ for the 
cotton belt, with headquarters in the 
Citizens and Southern bank  build- 
ing. 
| The meeting was called by Dr. H. 
C. Taylor, chief of the bureau of eco- 
nomies of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, and was attended 
by regional statisticians from thirteen 
southern states from Virginia to Okla- 
homa and Texas, and eight executive 
| officials from Washington. 

It was brought out at the afternoon 
session Friday that statistical meth- 
ods were a sure way of estimating the 
damage done by the boll weevil and 
that the close government estimate 
of the total number of bales of cotton 
produced in the south in 1922 was 
due to new methods of investigation. 

One plan discussed is that of ob- 
reports trom large 

farmers as to the acreage they plant. 
‘and another is for government off- 
cials to drive through the cotton belt 
each year and take note of the 
number of fields, so that any change 
would denote an increase or decrease. 

According to Dr. Taylor all large 

1istakes made by the department of 
agriculture in the past were due to 
a failure to estimate acreage 
rectly. Other offietales from W

Whisky 5 hortage 
Looms in State, 
Dismuke Reports 


January Raids Netted $63,- 
165 in Contraband—Bull 


Price Movement. 


Scarcity of whisky in the state of 
Georgia is indicated by high prices, 
eargoless Hiquor runners returning 
from the mountains and the large rec- 
ord of the federal agents during, the 
month of January in confiscating and 
destroying liquor and property for its 
manufacture, declared Prohibition Di- 
rector Fred D. Dismukes Friday in 
giving out his report of activities for 
the month. 

Property valued at $63,165.80 was 
destroyed during the month and 17 
automobiles, valued sat $9,450, were 
confiseated, according to. the report. 
A total of 289 stills were destroyed, 
1,860 gallons of whisky and -241,107 
gallons of, beer. 

This is the largest month’s work 
since the formation of the federal 
prohibition enforcement squad, stated 
Mr. Dismuke, and indicates better 
organization of field forees, higher 
personal efficiency and greater famil- 
jarity with the work of enforcing 
the Volstead act. 

“We made 126 arrests,” stated Mr. 
Dismuke, “and a good part of these 
were made right where the whisky 
was being manufactured—the result 
is that the demand for liquor isn't 
being met by any means. 

“We are destroying their stills 
about as fast as they can make them, 
and we have the satisfaction of see- 
ing a great many rum runners re-

The object. of the conference, ac- 
cording to Z. KR. Pettet, southeastern 
statistician, with headquarters in At- 
lanta, is to provide more efficient 
methods of gauging the estimated pro- 
duction of cotton, corn, hay and other 
farm crops, together with losses in- 
curred by the boll weevil and other 
pests, and also to cover as near as 
possible not only the prevailing prices, 
but to aid those engaged in agricul- 
tural pursuits in cultivating the crops 
Which will make the largest return 
lor the money and labor invested. 

More than 1,000 correspondents in 
Georgia alone provide the Atlanta of- 
of the department with weekly 
Leports on condition, acreage, esti- 
ated production and other essential 
fucts concerning agricultural condi- 
tions in the state. These reports are 
gone over carefully by local statis- 
ticilans, cros#-checked, and by other 
methods, every available source of re- 
liability is placed behind the publish-
